An explosion at the purification plant 
in the southwest section of New Or- 
leans tonight cut off the entire city’s 
water supply, police said. The extent 
of the damage or cause of the blast 
could not be immediately determined.

Telephone operators were deluged 
with calls.

ADDIS ABABA Everything 
points to a new Italian advance soon. 
Reinforcements have arrived and 
scout planes are reconnoitering the 
roads ahead daily. The objective 
seems to be Makale, 60 kilometers 
north from where these lines are 
written. I doubt whether the Ethio- 
pians will defend the place. They will 
not engage the gross of their forces, 
but seek to harass the enemy by 
sending flying columns against his 
rear guard and against hie lines of 
communication. The longer the lines 
of communication become, the more 
hazardous the Italian penetration. 
The tactique of the Ethiopians is to 
let the invader advance a g hun- 
dred kilometers into the country be- 
fore they will launch a counter-at- 
tack, but in the meantime they will 
make life miserable for him.

But What Is the Use? 


I am told by military observers 
who have just come out of Europe 
that Great Britain is decided not to 
let Italy oceupy northern Ethiopia 
indefinitely. At a given moment, they 
say, Britain will force Mussolini to 
retreat, either by a blockade of the 
Italian coast or & a blockade of the 
coast of Eritrea. I figure that if for- 
eign military observers know that 
much about the secret intentions of 
the British government, Mussolini 


pealed. 

Taking the year 1917 for use in|

Coincident with the statistical 
statement of the treasury depart- 
ment comes the announcement by 
the public health service that deaths 
from alcoholism for the whole coun- 
try during 1934 amounted to 3,655, 
an incréase of 258 over the previ- 
ous year. As against this increase 
of less than 10 per~cent for the 
entire country, the five remaining 
“dry”? states—those which have not 
repealed their state prohibition laws 
—show increases of from 40 to 50 
per cent. 

Georgia’s death from acute alco- 
holism last year are listed at 76, 
an increase from 50 in 1933. Thus

No, the truth ie the deeper Italy gets 
into Ethiopia the more difficult will 
be the job of opening pourparlers. 
The Ethiopians are now only _begin- 
ning to arrive at the front. Who is 
going to tell them to stop fighting? 

It.is argued that the Italian na- 
tion is too deeply involved now to 
withdraw, and the Ethiopians, what 
about’ them? Do you think those 
hordes of warriors, who are getting 
new rifles and machine guns, are g0- 
ing to go back home without having 
measured themselves with the foe? 
No, there will be some gruesome 
fighting yet. Peace will not come till 
next spring’s rainy season, when for 
six months there can be no advance. 
That's the time for negotiations. 
What Mussolini has gained by that 
time he may hold if England doesn’t 
object. After next spring, Italy will 
not have the financial means to pur- 
sue this war. Only three states can, 
if they wish, afford to fight colonial 
wars: Britain, the U. S. A. and 
France. Italy is too poor for that

When 
Adolf Hitler rattles his sword, which 
he mentions in such awesome tones, 
he is not rattling a terrible blade at 
Spain. When Mussolini beats his 
chest and pops his eyeballs to inflame 
a hundred thousand Italians at a pa- 
triotic camp meeting he is threatening 
Britain or possibly France, but not 
Spain. 

Thanks to the United States, Spain 
has no necessity either to defend a 
group of indefensible islands in the far 
Pacific or to haul down her flag and 
turn the islands. loose so as to avoid 
an otherwise inevitable fight to kee 
them. That was attended to in 1898. 
There’s one virtue at least in being a 
poor and struggling republic isolated 
on a far end of the European conti- 
nent without any colonies that any- 
body wants and without sufficient 
military and naval strength to start 
anything. 

Her weakness is her strength, for 
the rest of the world leaves Spain 
alone, whereas Britain with her great 
and scattered empire is always squeez- 
ing out of one crisis into another be- 
cause the world can hardly take a 
deep breath without threatening some 
British interest somewhere.

ences which come with 

opulence and a people's 
poverty and defeat in the course of 
the full life of a nation, They have 
conquered and have been conquered, 
and now in what seems to be the 
twilight of a colorful career they squat 
in their peninsula, mature and mellow, 
watching the rest of the world whip 
itself into bloody fury and another 
great war. 

Of course, they see nothing enviable 
in their status, no more than the poor 
man eyer considers the rich man has 
his worries. Yet down at Gibraltar, 
a speck of London on the Spanish 
mainland, the British are compelled to 
pay the constant expense of maintain- 
ing an enormous port and naval base 
for the maintenance of their enor- 
mous fleet which maintains their 
enormous empire. 

Every Spaniard is aware that Gi- 
braltar is Spain and that it was lost 
only because the British slugged the 
night watchman and took it. Yet to 
keep the rock today Spain would have 
to support a modern fleet and garrison 
and put in her time saluting and 
polishing buttons. For what? 

Is an unemployed English miner 
any happier in poverty than an un- 
employed Spanish miner? Or is an 
English aristocrat, with his honors 
and orders strung out after his name 
like the tail of a kite and with taxes 
biting off as much as 80 per cent of 
his income, any better off than an 
upper class Spaniard who lives on 
the fat of his native land and acknowl- 
edges no social equal on earth? 

The Spaniards are not up to it any 
more. Their soldiers are undersized, 
casual and neighborly, and their war- 
ships need not only paint but scrub- 
bing. They are going to spend sev- 
eral millions on new military planes 
in the next year, but mainly to de- 
velop civil transportation by air. 


No Need Who would bomb Spain, 
° and what would the 
To Worry. Great Powers do to any 
nation which undertook 
to do so? It’s-the French and British 
who are worried about the. defense of 
their capitals, railroads, harbors and 
factories against bombardment from 
the air. They are both afraid of the 
Germans and to a smaller degree 
afraid of each other, but Spain does 
not figure in their fears or plans of 
offensive or defensive. 


Down in Gibraltar the British on 
their stolen rock have been holding 
air raid and gas defense drills on the 
off chance that the Italians might 
bomb them or send their navy into 
the Mediterranean to defend that great 
aggregation of headaches—the empire. 
But in Algeciras, just 25 cents away 
by ferry, the Spaniards are under no 
such necessity. 

Abraham Lincoln Mussolini’s mis- 
sion to free the slaves of Abyssinia 
did not threaten Spain’s empire be- 
cause she hasn’t any empire, and 
though most of her fleet is always in 
the Mediterranean Mussolini hardly 
knows it’s there. 

Of course, Spain is a special case, 
governed by special conditions, im- 
portant among them being the 
jealousy of richer nations. Military 
and economic weakness can hardly be 
taken as the secret of security for all 
nations. But here is a country which 
can go to sleep at night without lock- 
ing the doors, not because her neigh- 
bors are honest but because they are 
too dishonest ever to agree on a fair 
division of loot if they should tap the 
night watchman over the head and 
take the country as the British took 
Gibraltar.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


An expert estimates that 90 per 
cent of all milk sold today is pas- 
teurized milk. Perhaps one per cent 
of all milk sold today is certified milk. 
Then there is a certain amount of 
high-grade raw milk (from tuberculin 
tested herds) sold, usually under the 
designation of Grade A Raw, and the 
rest is just milk or mainly milk, as 
one might say. 

Pasteurizing is simply moderate 
heating. The milk is heated to 140 or 
145 degrees F., held at that tempera- 
ture from 30 minutes, then allowed to 
cool again. This parboiling or pase 
teurizing destroys disease germs which 
may be in the milk, such as germs of 
tuberculosis, septic sore throat, Malta 
or undulant fever, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, scarlet fever, paratyphoid, dgs- 


entery. This pasteurizing has no ob-|f 


jectionable effect on the milk so far 
as the majority of consumers are 
concerned. 

I like milk fresh, raw and warm 
if I can get it that way, but anyway 
fresh as possible and raw if I have 
assurance of the freedom of the cow 
or cows from tuberculosis and from 
undulant fever. This limits my choice 
of milk to certified milk, which of 
course costs more than ordinary mar- 
ket milk, or to milk from a tuberculin 
tested herd, or to milk from a cow 
that looks O. K. to me. if I am stand- 
ing by while the milking is being 
done. Just a finicky notion, perhaps, 
but somehow unheated milk tastes 
more like milk to me. However, per 
haps 99 out of a hundred persons 
find the taste of high grade (Grade A) 
pasteurized milk quite satisfactory. If 
so, they should by all means insist 
that any milk they buy come so la- 
beled—Grade A _ pasteurized, or at 
least pasteurized. 


Where certified milk is available 
and within means (it costs 25 per 
cent more than Grade A raw or 
Grade A pasteurized, as a rule), it 
is a boon for infant, child, invalid 
or anyone else who drinks milk. 

Travelers who drink milk should 
see to it that the milk is served from 
the original container bearing the la- 
bel certified milk, Grade A pasteur- 
ized or Grade A raw, as the case may 
be. If in doubt about the milk, it is 
always wise to scald it—that is, bring 
it to a boil for one minute. This 
scalding will as certainly destroy any 
disease germs in the milk as will pas- 
teurizing. Infants fed mainly with 
either pasteurized or scalded milk 
should receive a daily ration ’ to- 
mato juice (fresh or factory cafned) 
or orange juice or any other fresh 
fruit jujce or fresh vegetable juice if 
fruit juice is not available, to insure 
adequate vitamin C, for pasteurizing 
or scalding destroys the small amount 
of this vitamin in milk, pasteurizing 
being more destructive to vitamin C 
than is scalding. Vitamn O is essen- 
tial to prevent scurvy and to maintain 
good digestion.

fuzzless peach in Virginia left 
Georgia growers unperturbed. 

Even when they learned the new 
fruit resembles the famous Geor- 
gia Belle—a White Freestone—the 
peach men refused to get excited. 

Georgians, they explained, grow 
their peaches with the fuzz on— 
good and thick—and then use ma- 
chines that take it off. 

When buyers demanded a fuzzless 
peach, science came to the aid of 
growers of this state. It produced 
a “de-fuzzing” machine. 

This machine is about six feet 
long, four feet high and four feet 
wide. Peaches rolling in at one end 
are fed through revolving brushes 
and over a fan that blows out the 
fuzz. 

The brushes are so delicate and 
the work so carefully done that 
growers say the tender fruit is not 
damaged or bruised in the least. 

W. D. Lamar, a leading grower 
here, has a peach he has copy- 
righted under the name “Fuz-Less 
Brand” which he has marketed for 
several years. 

W. C. Bewley, secretary-manager 
of the Georgia Peach Growers’ Ex- 
change, commented: 

“A new peach that has been de- 
veloped merely because it lacks fuzz 
would have little chance as a com- 
mercial product unless it also com- 
bined features which make our 
well-establighed varietiea”

Would Cut Death Toll. 


That, in the opinion of Representa- 
tive Buchanan, may be the only an- 
swer to the mounting automobile death 
toll—a toll that has accowuted for 
more casualties already this year than 
we suffered in the World War. 

While manifesting interest in the 
proposal, Mr. Roosevelt made known 
that he had not yet been satisfied 
as to the constitutionality of the 
proposition.

PRODUCTION NEAR 


Chemists Say Alehemy May | 
Come in Life of Those 
Living. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—(UP)— |} 
The ancient dream of alchemists— | 
artificial production of gold—may | 
come true within the life-span of the 
living, the American Chemical So- | 
ciety said tonight. 

If and when it does, gold will cease 
to be of value as a monetary stand-| 
ard because it no longer will be a/! 
scarce metal, and the reverberations | 


will shake the economic world to the | 
loneliest steppes of Siberia. : 


The chemical society sponsored a/| 
summary written by Professor Samuel | 
Colville Lind, director of the Univer- | 
sity of Minnesota School of Chemis- 
try. He said only one barrier re- 
mained—a device that would smash 
through the powerful repelling force 
that surrounds and protects the atom. 

“This can be overcome at a cost,” 
Lind said. ‘“‘What will the price be 
is the only question. All present in- 
dications are that it will be beyond 
our reach, but modern science has a 
long reach. Price levels have often 
fallen before its march. 

“The possibilities become broader | 
with each advance. When scientists | 
evolve a surer method of shooting the 
nuclei, or center portions of atoms 
with highly charged particles, the 
transmutation of elements in quanti- 
ty may be possible.” 

The manufacture of gold—chiefly 
from baser elements such as iron and 
lead—has been a problem that has 
fascinated chemists since the middle 
ages. Medieval kings, not realizing 
gold would become valueless as s00n 
as it became common, offered rich 
rewards for anyone who could per- 
fect such a process.
